In Germany executioners wear Silk | 
toppers and knock off the _ victim's 
head with an axe of burnished steel. 

In France they go in for white ties, 
tails, and a guillotine. 

But over here we are simple folk, 
without frills. Our head executioner, ! 
Joe Louis, just slips on a pair of purple 
tights, shuffles his feet a few times and 
lashes out with nut-brown fists, bun- 
dled into cement hardness. 

Louis gave a public demonstration 


last night, and the 65,000 sadists who 
watched will swear to his effectiveness. 
They will tell you that his fists fall 


with the deadliness of the axe and the, 


big blade and they will be right—for 
they do. 

The right hand that he smashed 
against the face of James Braddock in 
the eighth round was a devastating a 
blow as any man ever threw. It caught 
the Irishman flush on the bulls-eye of 
his chin and all but knocked the life 
out of him. He fell as does a man 
when struck by a .44 slug. 

Under the impact Braddock pitched 
on his face, arms and legs folded be- 
neath him. The time keeper's count 
was but a gesture. Left alone, Brad- 
dock might well have laid in the ring 
until it rotted and rusted and° fell 
away. He never twitched a muscle, 
but just lay there, 197 pounds of com- 
plete paralysis. It required four men— 
two at his feet, two at his head—to 
carry him back to his corner where, 


placed on a stool, he sagged forward | 


until the blood from his mouth and 
eyes dripped on tne tips of his shoes. 

Every ounce of power in Joe Louis’ 
body rode behind that punch. It 
wasn't a quick punch—he set himseif 
for it methodically, drew a bead on his 
target, before he unloosened it. it 
happened directly in front of me and 
no more than five steps away, and I 
saw him gather himself for the blow 
that brought him the heavyweight 
championship of the world.

Favorite Pastime 


Of Oroville Sportsman 


United Press Staff Correspondent 
By JOHN ABBOTT 


OROVILLE (iP) — Charles Kroesing 
hopes to popularize in America the 
ancient pastime of falcony, sport of 
medieval kings. 

Kroesing has started two awkward, 
scrawny-necked baby hawks, taken 
from their nests at the top of a power 
pole after their parents were shot, on 
a three-months training routine which 
he hopes will convert them into game 
falcons. 


Last year four birds which <roesing 
trained were burned to death in a fire 
which destroyed his home. He receiv- 
ed his newest recruits from triends. 

During the training period the two 
hawks, of the red-shoulder variety, will 
be kept in total darkness. Kroesing 
will feed them every two hours at first, 
gradually diminishing the rations until 
they will be fed only twice daily. 

Gradually he will teach them to 
come to him for food, working by 
candlelight. 
sufficiently trained so as to recognize 
only one master, he will teach them to 
prey on pigeons. 

The pigeons will be replaced pro- : 
gressively by larger prey until, when 
the hawks become full grown, they can 
be used to hunt rabbits, other animais 
and game birds. 

The falconer carries his bird on his; 
wrist with a black hood over its head. 
When he flushes a quail he jerks off 
the hood. The falcon rises rapidly in 
the air, wheels for a moment and then 
with a scream dives to strike the quarry 
with its sharp talons. 

Well-trained falcons, long-winged | 
birds of great courage and powcr, like 
to take their quarry as it moves. They 
strike with unerring accuracy and great 
force. They can break a coyote’s hack 
with one deadly swoop, it is said.

also in India, where Persian and Ara- 
bian manuscripts attribute the origin 
to a pre-historic Persian king. 

At all events, falconry came to the 
crest of popularity in medieval Eng- 
land, and it was not until the intro- 
duction of firearms on a widespread 
seale and passage of severe laws which 
required enclosure of property that the 
sport fell into decline.

The scientists learned definitely that 
sculpins are able to migrate down- 
stream but can’t quite leap the fish 
ladder on their upstream jaunt. In- 
westigators said: 

“Apparently because of this. their 
downstream numbers have been re- 
duced by 90 per cent in four years. 

“Knowledge concerning these migra- 
ticns should prove of great value in 
formulating proper conservation legis- 
lation.”

Gold Mines 


Industry Expansion 
In Canada May Add 
To Production 


OTTAWA, Ont. (tP\—Further expan- 
sion of Canada’s gold mining industry 
and development of other resources are 
expected to result from the work of 
52 government survey and exploratory 
parties which left here for all parts of 
Canada to gather data useful to pros- 
pectors. 


The extensive survey is the third to 
be financed by the Canadian govern- 


plored parts of the country and search 
for mineral deposits. 


Forty-one of the parties will be en- 
gaged in geological investigations and 
in topographical mapping. Seven par- 
ties will work in Quebec, seven in On- 
tario, 11 in the prairie provinces, nine 
in British Columbia, four in the Mari- 
time provinces, two in the Northwest- 
ern territories and one in Yukon. 

The field force totals nearly 300 men. 
They will be out all summer and au- 
tumn and will report their findings at 
Ottawa in the late fall. The data will 
be carefully sorted, compiled and 
placed at the disposal of prospectors 
and mining companies, which will de- 
velop the mineral fields located by the 
surveyors. 

It is expected the survey will lead to 
the development of the country’s nat- 
ural resources and eventually add to 
the gold mining production, which to- 
taled $130,000,000 last year. 


Hapsburg Will 
Rule Austria 


Otto Eventually To 
Be Called To 
Lead Monarchy

VIENNA (lP)—Otto Von Hapsburg 
may eat his Christmas dinner in Vienna 
this year. but can consider himself 
lucky if he achieves such even by 
Christmas, 1938. This in brief is the 
general estimate of careful political 
and diplomatic observers obtained dur- 
ing a caucus of numerous prominent 
persons. 


Almost everyone is convinced that 
Otto ultimately will return not only 
to his native land to live but also to 
become ruling prince of the country 
Such a return, however, almost every- 
one also believes, is a matter of months 
rather than of days. 

The leaders of the pro-Hapsburg 
“Legitimist” movement, the only Aus- 
trian monarchists who count for any- 
thing in the country’s politics, never 
have risked a prophecy concerning the 
probable day. month or even season of 
a Hapsburg restoration. They are 
highly active, more active today in 
fact than ever before; and they are 
also optimistic at least in their public 
declarations. But none of them con- 
sider the present time opportune for a 
return of their “Kaiser.” 

Austria’s present President, Wilhelm 
Miklas, is a monarchist; as is also his 
Chancellor, Dr. Kurt Von Schuschnigg, 
and probably almost every member, if 
not every member of Schuschniggs’ 
cabinet. If and when they or their 
successors feel that the time is oppor- 
tune for a restoration they will invice 
Otto to become ruler of the state with 
some title befitting his position, but 
which is not likely to arouse uncue an- 
tipathy among the present goverl- 
ments of peoples who until the end of 
the World War were subjects of the 
Hapsburgs.
